RICHARD VINCENT LOEBSACH, was interviewed in Simon's Tavern, 

Clark and Foster, Chicago, Illinois. LOEBSACH stated on ’ 

Monday night, November 18, 1963, while drinking in the Wayside 

Inn, Lawrence and Clark Street, he observed three individuals

who arrested two of the men and one woman but that the other

LOEBSACH was unable to furnish a description of any 
of the three men or two women. 

LOEBSACH said that the one individual who appeared to 
be the leader could speak Russian, German, French, English, 

Spanish and a little Italian. k

said two days a week he acts as a porter at the PM Club and 
the remainder of time he spends as a private detective and is ' 
on surveillance almost constantly. LOEBSACH was under theV;. 
influence of liquor when interviewed and appeared to be unstable. 
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
